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ifected as to remove every trace of the usual inward leaning of 
architectural objects. All these necessary qualities of excellence are 
uturally unobtainable with the ordinary single combination, in 
whatever phase that limited construction may be presented, if we 
) wept a loose approximation to actinism and flatness of field; and 
futher, up to the present time, optical corrections, producing the 
ibove-named qualities, can only be effected by Professor PrtzvaL’s 
eeond combination having a Negative focus.—(See A. B.'s Paper m 
No, 56 of “ Photographie Notes,” p. 175.)

APPARATUS FOR CHANGING THE PAPERS IN THE 
PAPER PROCESS. 


(Figs. 26, 27, and 274.) 


Everybody who has worked with the waxed or any other paper 
process, has found the difficulty of changing his sensitive papers 
while on an excursion. The Changing Apparatus figured in margin 
may be used with perfect ease and success in the most blazing sun, with- 
out danger of injury to the sensitive surface; it consists of a portfolio 
of two compartments arranged in a light wood box, the cover of which 
lifts up, (as shown in Fig. 26).

A good substitute for a dark room has long been a desideratum 
to the photographer in Collodion, and we have much pleasure in 
submitting the present invention to the notice of photographers 
generally, as combining all that can be required for the purposes 0 
open air work. 


The Tent consists of a strong and roomy table, mounted on a 
firm Tripod Stand; from the top of the table at each corner rise four

jointed spring supports, these support a frame over which is stretched 
yellow calico; a black calico envelope covers the whole, and enables 
the operator to work with as great ease in the open country as he 
would in his own laboratory at home. The black envelope is fur- 
nished with a circular aperture at the top for admitting light to the 
lnterior of the tent, there is also a curved bar which keeps the cover- 
ing from touching the head of the operator while at work. The 
envelope is bound at its edge with strong webbing, and iron spikes 
are attached at intervals in order to secure it to the ground and 
prevent the wind and light from getting into the tent.
